ONE of Santa’s helpers got 
the shock of his life when his 
charity bucket was stolen in Haver¬ 
hill town centre. 

Mike Morris, of Haverhill Rotary 
Club, had been collecting alongside 
Father Christmas in his sleigh on 
Saturday when the theft took place. 

Santa, who had parked his sleigh in 
the High Street, began packing up at 
around 2.15pm. 

Fifteen minutes later, as Mr 
Morris walked back to his car with a 
bucket of all the change they had col¬ 
lected, the theft took place. 


He said: “Unfortunately I was on 
my own. 

“I had a bucketful of loose change 
and I was walking past St Mary’s 
[Church in the High Street] when 
somebody came up behind me and 
snatched it out of my hand. 

“I didn’t hear him. He just made 
off. 

“There were one or two peo¬ 
ple who saw it, including a fairly 
valiant couple who chased him.” 

Mr Morris said he and some 
other members of the Ro¬ 
tary Club gave chase in a car, 
and the police arrived soon 
afterwards. 

The Rotary Club was collecting for 
a fund it uses to give out grants to lo¬ 


cal good causes, as well as to interna¬ 
tional charities when humanitarian 
crises hit. 

Although the cash has not been 
counted up, Mr Morris estimated 
they took around £400 on Saturday, 
of which around £120 was cash in the 
bucket. 

Luckily, he had all the notes that 
had been collected inside his jacket. 

However, the setback hasn’t 
stopped members of Haverhill Ro¬ 
tary Club continuing to go out and 
about in the town with Santa - they 
were on the streets of Haverhill col¬ 
lecting again on Monday night.

The grants donated by 
Cllrs Margaret Marks and 
Tony Brown have helped the 
pre-school kit out its new 
facilities. 

Cllr Marks donated £1,221 
from her St Edmundsbury 
locality budget, which 


helped the pre-school buy 
a cooker, fridge, freezer 
and dishwasher for its new 
kitchen. 

Cllr Brown put up £493 
from his Suffolk County 
Council locality budget, 
which allowed Stepping 
Stones to buy new signs. 


New hopes for 
A1307 funding 


IMPROVEMENTS to the 
A1307 could be one of the 
“big ticket” projects made 
possible by a new tranche of 
funding for the Cambridge 
City Deal. 

Tranche two funding will 
open up a further £200 mil¬ 
lion of a deal that could po¬ 
tentially be worth a total of 
£1 billion over the coming 
years. 

City Deal chairman, Cllr 
Lewis Herbert said he would 
like to see larger infrastruc¬ 
ture projects like improve¬ 
ments to the A10 and the 
A1307 on the cards, as well 
as “transformative” rail op¬ 
tions. 

“There’s a huge opportu¬ 
nity for us,” said Cllr Her¬ 
bert. “The doors are opening 
for great change, and it’s a 
chance to look at some big 
ticket items.” 

The money will be made 
available after an independ-

ent review in 2019, which 
will determine whether 
Cambridge has done a good 
job with its first £100 million 
tranche of cash. Councillors 
are already looking at pri¬ 
orities for the spending and 
hopes are high that better 
infrastructure could be high 
on the agenda. 

A “rolling fund” could be 
created which will make it 
easier to invest in larger in¬ 
frastructure projects. This 
could include improve¬ 
ments to the A1307, as well 
as to other roads such as 
the A10 between Cambridge 
and Ely. 

Rail projects are being 
looked at, but not to connect 
Haverhill to Cambridge. 
More likely recipients of the 


new tranche of funding in¬ 
clude new railway stations 
at Addenbrooke’s, Cherry 
Hinton and Fulbourn, near 
Cambridge. 

Bus and cycle improve¬ 
ments could also be on the 
agenda for the next tranche 
of funding, including a cy¬ 
cleway from Linton to Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The news comes as the 
Haverhill Area Forum agreed 
last week to write to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Suffolk and Es¬ 
sex County Councils, calling 
for them to get behind plans 
to improve the A1307. 

Haverhill’s Chamber of 
Commerce has been run¬ 
ning a campaign, backed by 
MP Matthew Hancock, to 
get the road replaced with a 
dual carriageway. 

The City Deal is using 
some of its first tranche of 
funding to work on bus and 
cycle routes along the A1307.

A HAVERHILL lottery win¬ 
ner is giving a disabled four- 
year-old boy the Christmas 
gift of a lifetime in the form 
of a specially-adapted home. 

Gillian Bayford was living 
in Haverhill in 2012 with her 
then-husband Adrian when 
the couple scooped £148mil- 
lion in the Euromillions lot¬ 
tery - the country’s second- 
biggest jackpot ever. 

Now she runs A&G Prop¬ 
erties in Scotland, and has 
been moved to a heartwarm¬ 
ing act of kindness for a dis¬ 
abled boy and his family in 
Angus. 

Blake McMillan has a rare 
neurological disorder called 
MECP2 duplication syn¬ 
drome. 

It means he needs 24-hour 
care as he cannot walk, talk 
or sit, has seizures that are 
getting worse and more fre¬ 
quent, has a weak immune 
system and often suffers 
from pneumonia. 

As a result, his family 
struggle with the facilities in 
their current home. 

Blake’s mum fenny runs 
a fundraising store and is a 
passionate campaigner, and

Gillian was inspired by her 
story to help the family out. 

Through her property 
business, the lottery winner 
has found a suitable home a 
short walk from the beach, 
and is paying to have it spe¬ 
cially adapted. 

She said: “fenny came in 
and said she was looking for 
a house in the area and I said 
I’d keep an eye out for any¬ 
thing that came up. 

“A couple of weeks later it 
came to light that a house 
on the high street was going 
back on the market. 

“A&G Properties has of¬ 
fered, and she’s kindly ac¬ 
cepted, that we will pay for 
the balance of the upgrade 
and work that needs to be 
carried out as a Christmas 
present, I suppose, to Blake. 

“It then allows any money 
fenny has fundraised to go to 
finding a treatment. 

“fenny is a complete in¬ 
spiration. She works so hard 
and if the fact that I, and the 
girls here, can help bring 


Blake here [to the house] 
then we’ll do it.” 

Blake’s family are hoping 
to move into their new home 
next month. 

fenny said: “I was totally 
in awe that Gillian would do 
something like this. 

“I’ll be paying rent but Gil¬ 
lian didn’t have to do some¬ 
thing like this. She’s doing 
me a massive favour. 

“I was in tears when she 
told me. I’m so grateful. 

“I’ll be able to look after 
Blake in a safe and secure 
environment and it means 
the world. 

“In this house I can always 
be within eye shot of Blake. 
Gillian has given me peace 
of mind.” 

fenny is fundraising for 
Reverse Rett, a charity that 
researches Blake’s condi¬ 
tion. She is aiming to get to 
£ 100 , 000 .

Mental health 
spend ‘negligible’ 


SUFFOLK County Council 
only spent £40,000 of its £28 
million public health budget 
on mental health initiatives 

- or just 0.16 per cent. 

The council allocated 

£53,000 for its Suffolk Lives 
Matter Strategy in 2015/16 

- which aims to prevent 
suicide - but only spent 
£40,488. 

The news comes after 
charity Mind found that lo¬ 
cal authorities in the UK 
spend on average less than 
1 per cent of their public 
health budget on mental 
health. 

Paul Farmer, chief execu¬ 
tive of Mind, said: “Our re¬ 
search shows that the cur¬ 
rent spend on public mental 
health initiatives is negligi¬ 
ble. This can’t continue. 

“Prevention is always bet¬ 
ter than cure and ignoring 
the problem simply doesn’t 
make sense. 

“Investment could stop 
people who aren’t unwell 
developing mental health 
problems in the future.” 

Cllr Tony Goldson, Suf¬ 
folk County Council’s cabi-

net member for health and 
chairman of the Suffolk 
Health and Wellbeing Board, 
said: “Mental health is an 
embedded theme running 
through all public health 
work, as we aspire to cre¬ 
ate a healthy environment 
for individuals, families and 
communities to live and 
work in. 

“Although public health 
does not have a specific re¬ 
mit for mental health servic¬ 
es, it works to promote good 
mental health. 

“Mental health is a key 
part of public health’s com¬ 
missioned services such as 
sexual health, drugs and 
alcohol and heathy lifestyle 
services. 

“We will be undertaking 
work to support suicide pre¬ 
vention. 

“The team also promotes 
positive mental health 
through training such as 
Making Every Contact 
Count, which provides face 


-to-face support to staff in 
the health and care system 
to give brief advice about 
mental health promotion 
and referral information.” 

Local councils are re¬ 
quired by law to have ini¬ 
tiatives that promote good 
physical and mental health. 

Schemes to promote 
mental health could include 
school-based mental health 
programmes, workplace 
wellbeing initiatives. 

Mr Farmer added: “Hav¬ 
ing a mental health problem 
can impact on all aspects of 
our lives, from our relation¬ 
ships and work to our physi¬ 
cal health. The personal 
costs are immeasurable, and 
the wider economic cost is 
huge. 

“We need local authorities 
to use their budgets to help 
people in their communities 
stay mentally healthy and 
reduce the chances of them 
becoming unwell.”

Thieves snatch 
£ 15 k of jewels 


BURGLARS took at least 
£15,000 worth of jewellery 
and caused thousands of 
pounds damage in a raid on 
an antiques centre. 

Chris Marchant, who 
owns Clare Antiques in the 
town of Clare, said the same 
cabinet had been targeted 
in a break-in last Decem¬ 
ber. 

Just like in 2015, a single 
glass display cabinet full 
of jewellery was smashed, 
which Mr Marchant said 
was on the other side of the 
building from the fire exit 
where they broke in. 

Mr Marchant continued: 
“The place is absolutely 
crowded with furniture, 
and there wasn’t a trace of 
any item of clothing, any 
hairs. 

“There wasn’t a single 
item of furniture knocked 
over. 

“They seem to be able to 
dart through very quickly 
and not leave a trace.” 

He said that security 
measures such as stronger

glass and a more sophisti¬ 
cated alarm had been fitted 
on the jewellery cabinet af¬ 
ter last year’s break-in. 

But despite the alarm 
sounding and neighbours 
calling the police after the 
incident, which happened 
sometime before 7.30am 
last Wednesday, the bur¬ 
glars could not be found. 

Mr Marchant said this 
was the fourth break-in in 
six years at the shop, and 
he was now in the process 
of installing a sophisticated 
form of CCTV in case of any 
future incidents. 

He said the trader whose 
cabinet was targeted esti¬ 
mated the value of the sto¬ 
len rings and necklaces at a 
minimum of £15,000. 

Mr Marchant said that 
repairing the damage done 
by the thieves, who forced 
a door to get in, would cost 
several thousand pounds, 


and the total cost of the 
incident could easily rise 
above £20,000. 

He described the break- 
in as “depressing” and said 
that the reaction from the 
trader had been “philo¬ 
sophical”. 

But he added that the 
business was “very lucky” 
in that theft and shoplifting 
incidents there are rare. 

“My attitude is I don’t be¬ 
lieve in letting anybody get 
the better of me,” he said. 

The antiques centre was 
closed on Wednesday as a 
forensics team examined 
the scene - costing its 90 
traders a day’s business - 
but was open as usual on 
Thursday. 

Suffolk police are asking 
anyone who saw anything 
suspicious in the area or 
has any information to call 
them on 101.

Warning over 
parking misery

POLICE are warning resi¬ 
dents about problem park¬ 
ing clogging roads and 
meaning large vehicles can’t 
get through. 

Sgt Matt Gilbert, of Haver¬ 
hill police, told the News the 
force had received a number 
of complaints about parking 
in the town’s Chauntry Road 
and Crowland Road. 

He said: “We would en¬ 
courage people not to park 
on both sides of the road - 
it’s causing problems. We are 
getting quite a few enquiries 
about it.” 

He said that if an emer¬ 
gency happened on one of 
these roads, police, fire and 
ambulance vehicles might 
end up damaging parked 
vehicles in order to get 
through the narrow space 
left between the cars. 

He said other large vehi¬ 
cles would simply not be 
able to get down the roads.

PROBLEM PARKING: Sgt Matt 
Gilbert says there have been a 
number of complaints 

and county councillor John 
Burns said the problem was 
causing gridlock, as people 
were not giving way on the 
two-way roads. 

He said: “What you have 
got is houses built for either 
no vehicles or one car, and 
people have two, three, four 
cars and they all expect to 


park next to their houses.” 

He said that he and town 
and borough councillor 
Paula Fox had spoken to 
Suffolk Highways about in¬ 
troducing permit systems or 
yellow lines on these roads, 
but this would take a long 
time. 

He said the problem could 
continue until responsibility 
for parking enforcement in 
Suffolk is transferred from 
the police to the council. 

This process may not be 
completed until April 2019 
- meaning two years more 
parking misery in Haverhill. 

Cllr Burns said residents 
need to use town centre car 
parks - which are often un- 
der-used - to relieve park¬ 
ing pressure on residential 
roads. 

He said: “We tried to en¬ 
courage people to use the 
car parks. They can buy sea¬ 
son tickets.”

D irectors josh 

Gordon and Will 
Speck, a trio of 
screenwriters and 
most of the cast of 
Office Christmas Party 
should land on Santa's 
naughty list for this 
relentlessly foul-mouthed 
comedy of errors. 

Hung on the flimsiest of 
dramatic conceits, this vulgar 
valentine to behaving badly under 
the influence of alcohol, drugs and 
excessive testosterone possesses 
no airs and graces. 

The script plays pass the parcel 
with thinly sketched characters' 
emotions, orchestrating romantic 
entanglements to ensure a 
generous slosh of saccharine 
cheer over the end credits, which 
are festooned with the usual array 
of out-takes. 

Amid the debauchery, pop 
culture references and stolen 
reindeer, there are a couple of 
decent laughs, but it's hard to 
know whether credit is due to the 
actors' inspired ad-libs or a gilded 
one-liner on the page. 

Either way, Office Christmas 
Party is less the sum of its starry 
parts and doesn't do justice to an 
ensemble that includes Jennifer 
Aniston, Jason Bateman, TJ Miller 
and Kate McKinnon. 

Hard-nosed CEO-in-waiting 
Carol Vanstone (Aniston) is 
unimpressed with the Chicago 
branch of IT company Zenotek 
run by her party-loving brother, 
Clay (Miller). 

Determined to prove her steely 
resolve to the board, Carol makes 
the decision to initiate cost-cutting 
redundancies and renege on the 
promise of end-of-year bonuses. 

"All branch Christmas parties 
are cancelled," she adds with a 
glare. 

Clay and chief technical officer 
Josh (Bateman) plead with Carol

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to show compassion and she 
agrees to cancel the lay-offs if they 
close a $14m deal with Walter 
Davis (Courtney B Vance) and his 
company, Data City. 

Goofball Clay believes they 
should invite Walter to the most 
extravagant Christmas party in the 
company's history, which he will 
stage behind Carol's back. 

Josh's right-hand woman Tracey 
(Olivia Munn) and politically 
correct head of HR, Mary 
(McKinnon), collaborate on plans 
for the ultimate festive shindig, but 
as news spreads about free drinks 
at the Zenotek offices, everyone in 
the city descends on the building. 

Alcohol flows and nice guy 
employee Nate (Karan Sori) 
becomes enslaved to a sassy escort 
called Savannah (Abbey Lee) and 
her gun-toting pimp Trina (Jillian 
Bell), while Clay's caring personal 
assistant Allison (Vanessa Bayer) 
discovers her mild-mannered 
office crush Fred (Randall Park) 
has an alarming fetish. 

Office Christmas Party is a 
tinsel-strewn vision of Sodom and 
Gomorrah that will be hair of the 
dog for undemanding audiences 
who enjoyed The Hangover. 

Aniston manages to keep a 
straight face as the mean-spirited 
company exec, who spitefully 
ruins Yuletide for one 
unsuspecting child, and pockets 
some of the best physical humour. 

Miller essays another lovable 
goofball, while Bateman maintains 
a modicum of calm as everyone 
around him loses their minds and 
inhibitions over a photocopier.

FORD rightly made a big song and 
dance about the launch of their new 
Fiesta model with over 2,000 dealers 
and 500-plus motoring media from 
across Europe went to their Niehl 
factory in Cologne for a 90-minute 
rolling roadshow, writes David Ward. 

It was a far cry from the somewhat 
low key launch of the first Fiesta in 
1976 at which I was present with only 
a handful of motoring writers. 

That first Fiesta revelation 40 
years ago had more of a softly-softly 
approach because Ford executives 
were a little cautious of what the 
media and of course the car-buying 
public would think of this new small, 
three-door car which was really their 
first new innovation entry into this 
sector after the dinky Ford Anglia 
having always previously produced 
much bigger cars like the Consul and 
Zodiac. 

Prices have changed too - that first 
Fiesta cost just £1,856! 


C HRISTMAS is a time for 
remembering family and 
friends and Allianz Insurance 
wants to add another group of 
people to those we think of at this 
time of year - Designated Drivers!

Audi connects car to 
city’s infrastructure 



I F you know in advance when a 
traffic light will switch from red to 
green, your driving is more relaxed 
and efficient. Audi is the first car 
manufacturer to connect the car to 
the city infrastructure - an important 
step towards autonomous driving. In 
Las Vegas Audi A4 and Q7 models are 
now able to display traffic-light phases 
directly in the car. Further US cities 
will follow, and introduction of the 
system is planned in Europe. Traffic 
Light Information optimises traffic 
flow, saves valuable time and reduces 
environmental impact. 

Audi of America is cooperating 
with several cities in North America 
to upgrade the infrastructure for 
Vehicle-to-lnfrastructure (V2I) 
technology. "For the first time, our 
cars are exchanging data with traffic 
infrastructure in real time. Drivers can 
adapt their behaviour to the situation 
and move through city traffic in a 
much more relaxed and controlled 
way," says Andreas Reich, head of 
Electronics Pre-Development at AUDI 
AG. "We increase energy efficiency 
when we connect our Audi models 
to smart cities. Further V2I services 
will follow, making the car into an 


interactive mobile device. We see 
autonomous driving as the end of this 
development." 

As a first step, all Audi A4 and 
Q7 models produced for the US 
market since June and equipped 
with Audi connect have this function 
on board. In the US, municipal 
traffic management centres will 
communicate the traffic-light data 
to Audi's project partner Traffic 
Technology Services TTS. Here the 
data are prepared and sent to the on¬ 


board computer in the Audi via a fast 
Internet connection, for example 4G/ 
LTE, in real time. 

The first function of the Traffic 
Light Information V2I component is 
called Time-to-Green. In the Audi 
virtual cockpit or head-up display, 
drivers see whether they will reach 
the next light on green while travelling 
within the permitted speed limit. If 
not, a countdown is provided of the 
time remaining until the next green 
phase - and drivers can throttle back

in good time. Pilot projects in Europe 
have shown that drivers exercise more 
foresight thanks to this information 
about traffic lights. This has a 
beneficial overall effect on traffic flow. 
"In our tests the number of cars that 
had to brake to a standstill in traffic 
fell by around 20 perc ent. This saved 
time for the driver and also made fuel 
savings of about 15 per cent in the 
pilot project," says Michael Zweck, 
project manager for Audi Traffic Light 
Information. 

Audi also intends to introduce 
the technology in Europe. In Berlin, 
Ingolstadt, Garmisch-Partenkirchen 
and Verona there have already been 
extensive pilot projects. In Berlin 
alone, some 700 traffic lights in the 
inner city have been connected to 
the service. Across Europe, however, 
unified data standards and digital 
infrastructure do not exist. 

First of all, Audi customers will use 
this service, but the development 
work Audi is investing in these traffic- 
light systems will be of benefit to 
customers of other brands in future.

C ITY centre homeowners could 
be in for some extra festive cheer 
this Christmas by renting out their 
unused parking spaces to shoppers and 
tourists. 

As retailers gear up for the 
busiest shopping days of the 
year, online parking market place 
YourParkingSpace.co.uk is reminding 
people with spare or unused parking 
spaces of the potential extra income 
they could generate. 

Lucy Gibbs from Manchester earns 
£70 a month renting out her parking 
space in Spinningfields, close to the 
city's famous Christmas markets. 

She describes it as a 'win-win 
situation', adding, "I'm not using my 
parking space, and someone else needs 
it. It's a great concept and it's effortless. 

"YourParkingSpace.co.uk manages 
the payments so there's nothing left for 
me to deal with and I receive the rent 
into my account at the end of each 
month." 

Company chief Harrison Woods 
said: "Millions of people will flock to 
city centres over the next few weeks to 
enjoy the festive hustle and bustle and 
also hit the sales. 

"Demand for parking will be high, 


offering homeowners with a spare 
parking space a fantastic opportunity to 
make some extra money." 

Victoria Matthews from Shepherd's 
Bush, London, lives close to the 
popular Westfield Shopping Centre, 
which attracts around 28 million visitors 
a year, and rents out her spare parking 
space for £12 a day. 

She said: "I have an allocated 
parking space that comes with my 
flat which I wasn't using. When I 
heard aboutYourParkingSpace.co.uk I 


decided to rent it out. 

"It only took two minutes to list 
on their website, it's all been very 
straightforward and the extra money 
at the end of each month has helped a 
great deal." 

Birmingham's Frankfurt market, 
which draws crowds of over five 
million, opened on November 17 and 
those living nearby could earn up to 
£240 while it's in town, according to 
the online parking marketplace. 

Meanwhile, homeowners in London 


could earn as much as £480, and those 
in cities such as Leeds, Nottingham and 
Glasgow could pocket £275. 

Meanwhile road safety organisation 
Gem Motoring Assist has come up with 
a dozen driving tips to keep motorists 
safe during the 12 days of Christmas. 
The tips for seasonal safety are: 

1. Take a taxi home from Christmas 
parties. Don't drive if you're having a 
drink. And don't drink any alcohol if 
you need to drive. 

2. Always wear your seatbelt. It's the 
most effective way to save your life and 
reduce injuries if you're involved in a 
crash. 

3. Keep children safe through 
Christmas. Make sure their seatbelts 
and restraints are correctly fitted in the 
car - and always used. Ensure they're 
easy to see if they're walking. 

4. If you're picking up a Christmas 
tree, make sure it's securely tied down 
before you drive home. Also, don't let 
a big bushy tree obscure your all-round 
vision. 

5. Slow down. No one else can tell you 
how fast to drive. It's your responsibility, 
so don't be selfish. Stay safe, give 
yourself time and space to stop. 

6. Don't drive tired. Fatigued drivers 


take longer to react to hazards. Take 
breaks on journeys. Share the driving. 

7. Be ready to stay out of the driving 
seat if you're using medicines that 
make you drowsy. You don't have to be 
on illegal drugs to be unfit. Medicines 
can impair you too. 

8. Check your tyre tread and pressure 
before Christmas journeys. Every 
safety system on your car depends on 
your tyres working effectively in an 
emergency. Tyres can save your life, so 
take no risks and check them. 

9. If you had a few drinks last night, 
you could still be over the limit the next 
morning. Time is your only way to be 
alcohol-free. 

10. Don't allow yourself to become 
distracted on Christmas journeys. No 
phoning, no texting, no fiddling with 
sat nav. And encourage the children 
to do their bit for safety, by letting you 
focus on the driving. 

11. Put safety first and expect to think 
for others who are less aware of risk. 
Watch out for kids on new bikes, make 
allowances for drunk pedestrians. 

12. Getting a new mobile phone for 
Christmas? Don't use it when you're 
driving. Focus solely on the journey 
and reduce your risks.
